becaufe they hate it’s Religion ; and that in their , 
Opinion, {peaking Lies ‘to or of Hereticks, real or 
fuppofed, is no Sin : On the other hand, I cannot | 
but wonder that fome Proteftant Exglhijh Writers 
‘have writ with fo much Paffion, Ignorance and , 
Partiality againft the Church and the Place, when; 
in their Geographical Books they have mentioned | 
it ; as whena certain Author, dead long ago * faith, , 
“© ‘That the People expelled the Bifhop ; and gives 
to underftand, that they are Hypocrites : When, 
he faith, that theirDifcipline is the Fruit ofFaction ;, 
that the Minifter‘s Salary is too {mall ; as if any of. 
them had complained of it to him or to the Ma-, 
giftrates ; and yet acknowleges their Care of poor 1 

: Miniiter’s \ 
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-Minifter’s Familys, an Example worthy to be fol- 
lowed by all Proteftant Churches. But others of 
the fame Nation & Communion,have fpoken with 
“more Moderation and ‘Truth. 


_ As for my felf, I will endeavour to be as Impar- 
tial as [can in this fhort Eflay concerning the

Here ( to ule Mr. Addifon’s own Words in his 
Preface to his fourth Volumn of Remarks on feve- 
‘ral parts of Italy ) I have mentioned but few 
Things ix common with others, that are not esther 
fet in a new Light, or accompanyed with different 
“Rs fleftions. Asit would be very ufelefs to others, 
and tedious to me, to fay nothing but what hath 
‘Been {aid by others before,fo it would be a ground- 
Jefs Scruple to fay nothing of what hath been men- 
tioned. And as 1 do not pretend to give here a full 
Account of the Hiftorical part of Geveva, I will 
try to menticn as much as may be {ufficient to give

The Climate here is very temperate, the Air 
feldom exceeding hot or cold: And as for. the fi- 
tuation of this Place, I will ufe Mr. Addi/on’s own 
| Words ; ** The greateft part of the Town ftands 
upon a Hill, and has it’s Views bounded on all 
fides by feveral Ranges of Mountains, which are 
however at fo greata diftance, that they leave open 
a wonderful variety of beautiful Profpects. . The 
fituation of thefe Mountains has fome particular 
Effeéts on the Country which they inclofe. As 
firft, They cover it from all the Winds except. the 
lSouth andNorth. It is to the laft of thefe Winds, 
thet the Inhabitants of Geseva afcribe the healthful- 
nefs oftheir Air; for as the A/ps furround them 
on all fides, they form a vaft,kind of Bafon, where 
there would be aconftant flagnation of Vapours, 
(the Country being fo well watered, ) did not the 
North Wind put them in Motion, and {catter them: 
fromtimeto time. Another Effect the lps have 
W over Geneva is, that the Sun.there rifeth later and 
NW fets fooner than it does to other Places of the {fame 
W Latitude. Ihave often obferved, That the ‘Tops 
Jof the neighbouring Mountains have been covered 
with Light above half a Hour after the Sun is dOWNy 
in refpect of thofe that, live at Geneva. Thefe 
Mountains likewife very much increafe their Sum- 
mer. Heats, and make up an. Horizon that has fome- 
thing in it very fingular and agreable : On onefide 
fou havethe long ‘Tract of Hills that goes undes 
the Name of Mount Jura, covered with, Pafturage 
‘and Vineyards, and on the other, huge.

One of the beftparts of their Law is the way of 
felling Eftates. A Man who is to buy an Eftate, a- | 
grees with the Owner, and then intimates it to the 
Goverment, who orders three feveral Proclama- 
tions,to be made fix Weeks one after another, of the 
intended Sale, that isto be on fuch a Day: when 
the Day comes, the Creditors of the Seller, if they 
apprehend that the Eftate is to be Sold at an under- 
Value, may out-bid the Buyer; but if they do not’ 

interpole, the Buyer delivers the Money to theState; | 
which upon that giveshim his Title to the Eftate, 
which cannot fo much as be brought under a Debate 
in Law ; and the Price is paid unto the State, and is 
by them. given either to che Debtors of the Seller, 
if he owes Money, or to the Seller himfcl€ ; who is

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obliged to pay to the Government the'Trenth part of 


the Money which he.receives. As this is an Advan- 
tage tothe State, fo ic may prevent People from

It is alfo the Cuftom in Geseva and Swetzerland,

ot one that has many Children, it is broken into fo, 


many Portions, as renders the Sharers of it rich e- 
‘nough, without raifing them too much above the 
Level of the reft. This isabfolutely neceflary in 
thefe lictle Republicks, where the rich Merchants 
live very much within their Eftates ; and by heaping 
up vait Sums from Year to Year, might become 
formidable to the reft of their Fellow-Citizens, and 
break the equality which is fo neceflary in thefe 
Kinds of Governments, where there are not Means 
found to diftribute their Wealth among feveralMem- 
bers of their Republick. , At Geseva for Inftance, 
are Merchants reckoned worth a Million of Crowns, 
tho? there isnot one perhaps of them that {pends to 
the Value of Five Hundred Pounds Sterling a Year.

As it is a great advantage to ‘any State to drive a 
great Trade, it is likewife a very great difadvantage 
toa Government, to be obliged to fubfift wholly. by 


‘Trade. And this is the cafe of Geseva, whole ter- 
ritories cannot maintain theInhabitants. For if Trade 


_ fails, they grow immediately poor, weak and unable 


to maintain themfelves, and may occafion a Mutiny 


and Sedition among thePeople. Mr.Addi/on {peaks 


after this manner of Geseva in the beginning of this 
Century. “ It lyes at prefent under fome difficulties, 
*¢ by reafon of the Emperors difpkeafure, who hath 
** forbidden the Importation of their Manufactures 
*° into any part of the Empire, which will certainly 
«< raife a Sedition among the People, unlefs the Ma- 
“* giftrates find fome way to remedy it: And they 


«* fay, it is already done by the interpofition of the | 


‘© States of Holland. ‘The dccafion of theEmperor’s 
‘© prohibition was their furnifhing great Sums tothe 
s* King of France, for the payment of his. Army in 


© Traly. ‘They obliged themfélves to remit, after 


«the rate of twelve hundred thoufand Pounds Ster« 
°° jing per Annum, divided into fo many Monthly 


| payments. As the Intereft was very great, feveral 
© of the Merchants of Lyons, who would not truft

ers. ‘As for a danger of Sédition there, for want of 
"Trade, [have feen it ftopt to fuch degree, that both — 
the King of France and Sardinia forbid not only 
"Trade, bit alt forts of Communication of their Sub- 
jects with Gesxeva; and this lafted about a Month ; 
the ‘pretence was that the Magiftrates futtered too 
éafily perfons coming from ‘places infected with the 
Plague, to enter into their City, from which that 
contagious Diftempér might fpread into their own 
Dominions. When thofePrinces heard that they had 
hot been well informed, or rather when their Gover- 
nors faw'that they got'nothing from the Gevevians 
by that ‘Prohibition, ‘Commerce & Communication 
were opened again. ‘“Altho’ they had no ‘Trade but 
with Switzerland, andProvifions were then ¢xtream 
fcarce, yet there was fuch ‘a good order put, chat the 
People did not fo much “as murmur, or expres the 
léeait figns’ of diflatisfaction towards their Rulers. 
“Th'the néxt place, they muft ufe great Frugality, — 
and put ftridtly in execution their Laws aboutit. By 
thdir. Suniptuary Laws, no Perfon ever. fo rich is 
allowéd to ufe'a Coach or Chaife in the Town, ex- 

_ cépt whenSick rio body is allowed to have above two. 
‘Tapiftry Hangings in their Houfes, the very Look- 

_ ing-Glafles are to be of fuch a length and no more, 
no body is allowed to wear Gold and Silver Laces or 

- Buttons, or Velver.. ‘The Women of the firft Rank 
( for they are ‘all divided into three or four orders )

Funeral Charges 
and every thing elfeare regulated after the fame man- 
ner, and Fines laid upon thofe who go againft the 
Law. It is their great endeavour to banifh from 
among them every thing that looks like Pomp and 
Superfluity. ‘To this end the Minifters are always 
preaching, and the Magiftrates putting oat Edicts 
againft Dancing, Gaming, Entertainments and fine 
Cloaths. Should Drefling; Feafting and Balls once 
get among them, theirExpences would out run their 
Incomes. Befides that the materials for Luxury muft 
be brought from otherNations,which would immedi- 
ately ruin a place that has few Commodities of its 
own to export. . Luxury indeed wounds a Republic 
in its véry Vitals, as its natural confequences are Ra- 

ine, ‘Avarice atid Injuftice, for the more Money a 

fan f{pends, the*more muft he endeavour to Aug- 
ment his Stock ; which at laftfets the Libertyand 
Votes ‘ofia‘Common-wealth to Sale, if they find any 
Foreign Power/that is able'to pay the price of them. 
For all which confiderations the Kings of Sweden 
and Denmark have of late Years been obliged to put 
out Laws againtt’ coftly Apparel. . oui 
» Te'is alfo their Intereft to draw Foreigners & Tra- 
vellers into their City, fuch as -Eegh(, high and 
low Dutch, Danes, Swedes and Poles, that are of 


the Proteftant Perfuafion, either:to tarry there, ‘for 


the Study of Divinity or ‘Philofophy, ‘and -exercifes 
of the Body, dr to begin their ‘Travels with ‘them,

Palatine, with his Brother Charles Guftavus, who - 
_ owas afterwards King of Swedes. And while I was 
there, there were a Prince of the Houle of Saxony 
Weffenfelds ; and feveral Ladies of the Houle of

The Magiftrates exprefs all the Civility &Refpect 
poffible toPerfons of Figure ; they have their diftinct — 
Seats at Church and in all publick Places, and in 
fhort by all means they endeavour to pleafe them.

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-cAs for their own Prefervation and Behaviour with 
foreign States, it is their Intereft to keep a good 
Correfpondence with allPrinces. and States of Europe, — 
even the Roman Catholick, efpecially the Jtalzans, 
who might out of Jealoufy help them: with Money 
or Advice, if they were at. War with ithe King of Sar- 

dinia. But the Exglifh, the Hollanders, and the 
Proteftant. Princes of Germany are to, be courted 
chiefly. Every one of them have expreft a good 
Will to Geneva, and have even alfifted the Common- 
wealth, fometimes with Moncy,as Queen | Elizabeth, — 
the. Princes Pasatines, the Landgraves of Heffen | 
Caffel and the Hollanders. Even the prefent Mo- — 
natch of Great Britain keéps a Refident there. King: | 
Wuivtram intended to have fent one there ; but the: — 
| Magiftrates defired' him not to doit,’ being afraid: i 
___ Keaft it fhould exafperate the King of Fhance againft 
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them, for it was in Time of War, As they know 
this is their Intereft and Support, they let no Op- 
portunity that is in their Power flip, to exprefs their 
Gratitude and Refpect to them: When the Prince 
of Orange,;King W1tL1Am afterwards, was married, 
Mr. Spanbeim Profeflor in the Univerfity of Leiden 
complimented the Prince and the Princefs onthe part 
- of the Republick of Geveva.. When the late King of - - 
Sweden returned into his Dominions, he was alfo 
complimented on their part. 


In refpect to their Neighbours they may expect 
help from the Ganton of Bern,’ the Intereft of Ge- 
neva and of that Canton being fo linked together 
that they are the fame. But to’engage the’ more 
their Affection, and make them more willing to af 
fift them, it behoves the Genevians’ to pay to the 
others, all the Refpects of Inferiors toSuperiours that 
are confiftent with their ownWelfare and the Rights 
_ of Sovereignty. And in any difficult Cafe and Dan-= 
serous Circumftances to do nothing, without asking 
) their Advice firft, for they are both wife enough 
to give it good, and potent enough to enforce it. ° 


 _Ifthefe be good Neighbours, it is not fo as to the 
King of Sardinia, who pretends a Right to Geneva, 
_ tho’ all the Right he has, is that of nearnefs & con« 
_veniency. ‘I'he Princes of that Houfe, have ‘Times 
without number,fometimes by Treafon,other times by 
Force,tryed to conquer the City, but always in vain. 
One of them joined both ‘Treafon & Violence in the 
Year 1602,when he attempted to take itby Scalado, 
then he acted Diffimulation, Hypocrify and breach of 
Faith, to as great ahighth as any mentioned in’ 
Hiftory : By which Plot he was for putting all to 
the Sword, without refpect to Age and Sex, except 
referving fome Virgins for luftful ends. But God de- 
livered them, and their Deliverance was the Death 

of two hundred of their Enemies ( tho’ fome Au- as 
) thors have by miftake faid fiveHundred ) Thirteen 
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wereitaken alive inthe City, and hung on the Cal- 
lows the fame Day, tho’ moft of them Counts and 
‘Lordsof high Rank. .Queen Elizabeth hearing of 
this by means of the French Ambaflador,. could not - 
but admire fuch abold Action, that. four Syadicks 
of a {mall Town ( for fo was Geneva then ) fhould 
ofder thirteen commanding Officers and.Perfons. of 
: Diftiuction to be hanged, .was a.thing ¢ faid fhe ) 
| that was hardly everidone by the greateftPrinces,and 
fhe prais’d them for doing fo,and infuch.a guick and 
vigorous manner. 


“A Beace was foon concluded with) that Prince by 
the’ Mediation of the. Kings of France & Spas, and 
fome of the Cantons ofboth Religions. .in which 
Peace the Duke owned tacitly that,the Scalado was _ 
a breach of PeaceandiFaith. He acknowledged Ge- 
neva-ro be afree;fovereign and independent Re- 
publick, .and obliged -himfelf never .to ‘build any. 
Fort nearer toit ithantwelve Miles diftance 5 fo. that 
- this,Beace was both honourable and advantageous to 
the State. ‘This wasthe laft War they had, for he 
never,attempted fince to:take it by forces,but many 
times by fecretPractices ,theContrivers of which have 
betn;juftly punifbhed when found out. ‘The lateKing 
of Sardinia Seemed however pretty ‘well reconciled 
with them, in the ‘Time of his War with France, fo 
that after. the Battle of Zuris in 1306, by and after 
which-he was. reftored to his Dominions, he notifyed 
his Victory.to the Republick in a very obliging 
manner. However they may depend that whenever 
the, Princes of that Houfe fhall find an opportunity 
to. revive their pretended ‘Titles, and to get it one 
awayor other they will do tc. ce 


.-Butin fuchaCafe not only France & Switzerland | 
would -hinder. them, except they were themfelves 

engaged in Civil Wars, but even all the: Proteftant — 
States, of Germany would affift them, and “perhaps — 


the I¢alian States, who have done it before, asthe

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Venetians and Genoefe, and the Pope himfelf would 
not hurt Geseva if he underftood his own Intereft at 
leaft, for itis the common Intereft of Jtaly, that the 

refent Kings of Sardinia do not grow more power 
ful than they are now. For thatReafon whenCharles 
Emanuel Duke of Savoy {ent an Ambaflador Extra- 
otdinaryto Rome in the year 1588 to Pope Sixtus V. 
to beg his afliftance againft Geneva, the vope refuled 
him, faying, That if it was aReligious War he would 
concern himfelfin ic, but ifnot, hecould not in good 
Confcience fpend theTreafure of the Church to make 
good other People’s pretentions. In che year 1739 
and, 1731 the Republick of Geveva made complaints 
to the prefent King of Sardinia againft fome of his 
Officers in Savoy, who did opprels the Peafants of 


fome Villages, fituated in it’s "Territorys, as alfo of 


fome of his Subjects who did cut Wood in a ‘Tract of 
Land belonging to theCaftellanary of S.Véctor’s. The 


_ King received theDeputys,and anfwered theirRequeft 


_ very gracioufly and to their fatisfaction, and allured 


them, that he was willing to live as a good Neigh- 
bour, and keep a good underftauding with iben. 


He and his Queen were complimented by the Depu- 


ties, upon their Majefty’s Acceffion to the ‘Throne. 


It was a good while before they would give the 
| Title of Majefy tothe late King, but did it at lait. 


As to France, it is nct likely that that Kingdom — 


- fhould ever joyn with Savoy againft Geseva, becaufe 


the Fresch could not do it without entring into a 
hazardous War with Switzerland, and alfo it would 
be dangerotis in cafe of a War with Savoy, to have 
fuch a ftrong City as Geseva in the hands of their 
Enemies. It is reported, that for thofe reafons the 
Cardinal Mazarin refuled marrying one of his Neices 
to the Duke of Savoy, becaufe he would have the 


| Cardinal in confideration of fych a match join with 


him, and: the Forces of France, againft Geneva. On 
the contrary Cardinal Richelieu offered (as 1¢ was 


reported and feared in Geneva ) to the Duke, to 
lj make an exchange of che Town of Nice, with that 


of 
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and at her own charge, but the Duke did not like 
the Bargain, becaufe it is the beft Harbour ‘in’ his 
Dominions. | | m3 


In the Reigns of Hesry IL. and Heury TV. his 


the Republick of Gexeva, were actually engaged in 
War againft the Duke of Savoy, and by the ‘Treaty 
of Alliance it wasftipulated that thefe Kings fhould 
pay for all the Charges of the War, and leave to Ge- 


the Duke. ; 


Indeed Henry the fourth was a good Friend to 
them, gave them fix pieces of great Artillery that 
were found in the Fort S. Catherine, which was built 
about fix Miles diftance from Geneva, and fo very 
prejudicial to them ; and after the taking of that Fort 
from the Duke, permitted them to demolifh it en- 
tirely. When the City was by him almoft furprifed 
by ‘Treafon, he engag’d in his obliging Letters, in 
which he calls them moft Dear Friends and Confede- 
rates, to aflift them not only with all the Forces of

And 
in the Year 1688, they and the Canton of. Berz 
were alarmed to that degree, that this Canton raifed 
an Army of 25000 Men, thinking to havea War with 
France. Icis thought that the Revolution in Fzg- 
land broke the meafures of that King. In fucha 
cafe I do not queftion, but that the King of Sardinia 
would openly or privately help them againft Lrance, 
it being very much againft.hbis Intereft, and all the 
neighbouring States, that this fhould come into 
the hands of the French. So that the jealoufly of 
thefe two» Princes is really a very great fupport to 
Geneva, asHambourg isfupported by fuch.a jealovfly 
of the King of Desmark, and the German Princes. 


Je is their Intereft however to treat well, and with 4 
great deal of refpect (as they, do) the Refident of the 
King of France in their City, (that Court pretends 
that they, are honoured by it: ) and to try ali juft 


means to have a.good Correfponden e. with that 
Kingdom ; for that reafon they had lately a Refident 
atthe: Court of Fraace, the fame Gentleman ( Mr. 
Martin ) being alfo Refident for the Landgrave of 
Heffen Caffel, lately dead. . Mr..De la Clozure,who 
fefided at Geneva in the 1712, 1713, and 1714, was 
a Gentleman very well beloved and refpected there. 

In fhort, it is their Intereft to keep an exact Neu- 
trality with thofe great neighbouring States, Fraxce 
and Savoy ; by which means their'Trade will flourifh, 


and confequently their City, and*fo will give no oc- 


cafion to any to complain againft them, and to feek 
fora revenge. ‘Their fiding’ with either of them a- 


 gainft the other, except for their own defence and 


prefervation, and in cafe of abfolute neceflity, would 
prove very dangerous to them, If their party fuc- 
ia Oh La ae ceeded.

Ifthings were fo, — 
that they could purchafe fome Lands from their 
Neighbours, it would bé'a great Advantage to them, 
having rather too many Inhabitants for the extent of ©

After all, as it isthe generalIntereft of Europe that 
this Commonwealth fhould remain as it is a feparate 
State, it isas well tor its Neighbours to leave it in 
the full enjoyment of it’s Liberty, without which it 
would foon decay & dwindle away almoft to nothing, 
and fo would not be of any great Benefit to the 
Conqueror, who would be obliged to keep there a 
very ftrong Garrifon, the Charges of which would 
perhaps exceed the Income. As the Republick is 
very fenfible of the benefits it enjoys byPeace, it hath 
taken care to get it felfinferted in all the Treatys of 
any general Peace, as that of Ry/wick, Baden and
